DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 11/14/2007 
has been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 1 1/14/2007 was filed 
after the mailing date of the Notice of Allowance on 8/14/2007. The submission is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 4, 6, 9, and 12 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The reasons for allowance are the same as recited in the previously filed Notice 
of Allowance on 8/14/2007. Applicant has requested consideration of Kitazawa et al. 
(EP 1 193993A2). Kitizawa discloses a method for allocating radio resources wherein 
the number of terminals or communication connections satisfying respective required 
qualities can be increased (column 3, paragraph 11). In the scope of the invention, a 
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base station measures a communication quality such as an allowable delay time 
(permissible delay time detector) for each radio terminal or communication connection 
and determines a priority for resource allocation based on the measurement. The 
priority order is based on the satisfaction of respective required qualities for each of the 
terminals wherein the terminals which do not satisfy respective required qualities 
receive a higher priority. Once the priority order is determined, the base station then 
performs resource allocation based on remaining resources (available channels) 
(columns 7-8, paragraphs 23-27). However, does not teach or suggest determining a 
modulation method wherein the communication rate and number of channels 
approaches a predetermined value as set forth in the claims. Therefore the claims are 
allowable in view of Kitazawa.
